THE TOW PATH AGAIN. 


In commenting upon the tow path road the other day we said 


that while we were not an engineer ,it did seem to us that 
it 


would have been better to have built a straight road 
from 
the 


bridge to the hill, with Y approaches at the hill" to' accommodate 
the Union Mills and the Buena Vista pike travelers. Now we be- 
lieve that we are somewhat of an engineer for we find that City 
Engineer George Wilhelm, at that time county engineer, had the 
same idea and recommended it to the commissioners for considera- 
tion. Under date of June llth, 1913, Engineer Wilhelm submitted 
to the commissioners a memorandum on this roadway in which he 
used the following language : 


If the tow path road is produced straight through to the hill 


road from the vicinity of Elbow Look, with adequate openings for 
flood water, the water will. go where nature intended it .should; 
the road would be protected from wash and the people both north 
and south from the end at Hill road, would be provided with' a 
road which would work: the minimum of hardship for each in the 
matter of extra travel. In this event an approach road 
would 


have to be built to the south in the vicinity of the Elbow Lock so 
that people who attend crops in the vicinity of the Scioto river and 
the Old Bed may have access to their lands. 


"I would suggest that before the bids on the tow path 
rpad 


,are asked for, that your body, with the prosecutor and whoever 
else whose advice you may wish to have in the matter, go over the 
situation on the ground itself , and decide what is' the best thing to 
do. It appears to me that a road straight to the Hill road from 
the Elbow Lock vicinity be built. 
At least a survey should be 


made showing at what cost and advantage, or otherwise, this road 
•would be .to the general public. 
That part of the tow. path be- 


-tween "The Bridge" and Elbow Lode. can be let, as originally in- 
tended. The balance may be deferred until you have, studied the 
situation more thoroughly, and have the survey and cost o£ esti- 
mate of a road straight to the Hill road to compare with the 
cost of repairs to the second section from Elbow Lock to Union 
Mills." 
. 
" . ' 


Such were Engineer 'Wilhelm's recommendations and 
had 


they been carried out we believe that we would have had a better 
road, a more serviceable road, and one that could have been built 
on a level with the bridge at a cost less than the roads now being 
built. The commissioners, in the consideration of this project, were 
confronted with clamorous objections from some interested prop- 
erty holders who wanted the Union Mills roadway regardless of 
cost or general good and as a compromise they decided to 
rebuild. 


trie entire tow path and also to build a side road from Elbow Lock 
to the Hill road, abandoning the old river road 
to the Infirmary. 


They undoubtedly felt that they were doing the best under the 
circumstances, and it was a hard matter to decide. Any one who 
goes over the ground now, will, we believe, come to the conclusion 
that Engineer Wilhelm's recommendation would have been 
the 


ideal solution, and would have given a better road ami better ser- 
vice to the greater number of people.

BUTTERMILK AND BACTERIA. 


(Journal of The American Medical Association.) 


The popularity of buttermilk as a food aud a beverage is at- 


tested by its widespread sale. 
Any drink which can succeed in 


invading the precincts of. the saloon anil compete for sale, as but- 
termilk now docs, side by sick with alcoholic 
beverages deserves 


attention. 
The plan of allowing milk to undergo fermentation ot 


such a character that tho products are not unpleasant ..or., unwhole- 
some for humaft' consumption, yet serve as preservatives to prevent 
undesirable types of decomposition, is not new. The fermentation 
product chielly depended ou iu such cases is lactic acid, although, 
in certain types, alcoholic fermentation may also be in evidence. 
Buttermilk'belongs to the acid type; it usually 
contains 
from 


0 6 to 0 9 per cent of acid. Strictly speaking, buttermilk is a by- 
product of butter-making; but with tho development of the milk 
industries, the demand for buttermilk has frequently been met by 
fermenting the skim or separator milk which remains as a by-pro- 
duct of the cream trade. The fermented product 
is not literally 


buttermilk, but it may be indistinguishable from the latter in com- 
position and properties. The use of these fermented milk products 
has been favored, not alone for their intrinsic food value, but also 
'or accessory reasons. 
The specific fermentation products 
have 


,iecn reputed to have a "tonic" action in the digestive tract. Spec- 
ial virtues have boon attributed to the lactic acid bacteria, partic- 
ularly in relation to putrefactive changes in the alimentary tract, 
^sicie from any aliened therapeutic virtues, there can be no doubt 
of the nutrient" value of the beverages. With the growing attention 
devoted to the bacteria which milk may harbor, and the 
recogni- 


tion of the dangers which they may entail, it is not strange that 
buttermilk also should 
demand 
bactcriologic 
consideration. 


Hoineimtnn, of the Department of Bacteriology and Hygiene at the 
Tniversity of f'hicr.go, has demonstrated that the presence of lactic 
acid in mill; will destroy the germs of 
dysentery, 
typhoid, diph- 


theria and cholera. 
Tho slower milk sours, tho greater is tho dan- 


"ei- of disease wins surviving. Acids olbor than lactic acid are 
frequently present in buttermilk. This beverage, 
lleinemann 
re- 


minds us' should therefore bo looked on with suspicion, especially 
if heavily polluted, unless it has boon prepared from 
pasteurized 


milk

tion 
Under date of June llth, 1913, JSngincei Wilhelm submitted 


to the commissioners a memorandum on this roadway in which lie 
used the following language. 


If the tow path road is-produced straight through to'the lull 


road from the vicinity of Elbow Lock, with,adequate openings for 
ilood watei, the watei will go iiheie natme intended it should, 
the load would be piotected iiom wash and the people both noith 
and south trom the end at Hill road, would be piovided with a 
road which would-work the minimum of hardship for each in the 
matter of extra travel, tu this event an approach road 
would 


(have to bo built to the south in the vicinity of the.ElboAv Lock so 
that people who attend crops m the \icinity of the >Scioto rrvei and 
'ihi1 Old Bed may ha\e access, to their laiich.

< :I would suggest that',before the 'bids on the tow path 
road, 


are asked for, that your body, with the praseentoi and

I else whose advice you'may wish to have in, the matter, go over the 
situation on the ground itself , and decide what is the best thing to 
do. It'appears to-me thqt a road straiglit to the Hill road " from 
the E-lbow-Lock:yicinity'be built.* At least a survey should be 
'made-showing at'what cost-and advantage, or otherwise/ this road 
'would be to thc-general public. That part of the tow path be- 
tween -'The Bridge" and Elbow Lock can be let/ as originally in- 
tended. The balance may be deferred; until you have studied the 
situation more thoroughly, and have the survey and. cost of esti- 
'inate.of a road straight-to the Hill road to compare with the 
cost of repairs to the second section from Elbow Lock- to Union 
-Mills." 


Such"'were' Engineer Wilficlm's recommendations and. had 


1hev been carried out we believe that we would have had a "better 
road, a more'serviceable xoad, and one that could have been built 
on a level with the bridge at a cost less than, the roads now being 
built. The commissioners, in the- consideration nf this project, were 
confronted With clamorous objections from some interested prop- 
erty holders who Wanted the Union Jlills roadway regardless of 
cost or general good and as a compromise they decided to 
rebuild 


the entire tow path and also to build a side road from Elbow Lock 
to the Hill road, abandoning the old river road to the 
Infirmary. 


They undoubtedly felt that" they were doing the best under the 
circumstances, and it Was a hard matter to decide. Any one who 
goes over the ground now, will.,we believe, come to the conclusion 
that Engineer AVilhelm's recommendation'would have been 
the 


ideal solution,, and-would have given a better road and better ser- 
we to the greater number of people.
